LABOR AND TRUSTS. 


S 


ENATOR HANXA has again made his conten- 
tion that trusts would speedily prove to be the 


best friend of labor. 
His theory is rather attractive 


and mat; along in about this direction. 
Under a 


monoyoly the employer is certain of just what he 
can do; he can pay his workmen liberal wages, 
charging it to the consumer, knowing that in so do- 
ing he does not hurt the market, nor endanger a 
loss to the consumer. If he has net the monopoly 
he is all the time in fear that his competitor, who is 
not so liberal with his employes, will undersell him 
and thus deprive him of his market and a reason 
for keeping his business running. His competitor 
may also be an improvident fellow, who may run 
his business at a loss, on credit, and eventually 
bring heavy loss upon those who have given him 
credit. 


All of this theoryizing is very pretty, but it is en- 


tirely possible that the trust managers will not 
prove so liberal as Mr. Hanna pictures. 
They will 


understand how to charge the consumer the in- 
creased price, all right, but may fail to remember to 
bestow the increase in receipts upon the laborer. 
They are more likely to allow competition to pre- 
vail among laboring people, giving the job to the 
man who is willing to do it at the lowesl price. 
This is the way it has worked with the trusts that 
have been conspicuously known, and that is the 
way it is working today and that is the way it will 
al \\ ays work under present conditions. 
The cost 


of the necessaries has been ngured out by the agen- 
cies at about 40 per cent higher than a few years 
ago and most of them are controlled by such com- 
binations. while it is impossible to cite an instance 
where the wages of workmen have been advanced 
more than ten per cent, and in many if not in most 
instances theie has been no change. 


With human nature as it is, more greedy than 


generous, the experience of years establishes the 
rule that competition is the true and efficient regu- 
lator of all lines of industrial endeavor. 
The faith- 


ful, progressive producer can find a market for his 
product, if it is a useful one, and the energetic, 
painstaking laborer can find a market for his labor, 
if given a fair field. The rule of nature has been 
always the survival of the fittest, and it is s. practi- 
cal rule in the business world. A monopoly is con- 
trary to the operations of nature and it is unsafe for 
a people to allow themselves to be placed at the 
mercy of such a combination, whatever its character. 
So the trusts are a device to be zealously guarded 
against, and to be heroically fought, when they 
press and threaten as they are now doing. 
Any 


defense of them is unsound, though presented with 
the plausibility that Mr. Hanna so ingeniously sets 
them forth.

temporary reductions, its one purpose 
being to give the Cuban people an op- 
portunity for deliberation and consid- 
eration unaffected by pending econom- 
ic distress. 


"Aa to whether the proper method 


is for this government to extend an, 
invitation, it seems to me there can be 
no two views. I believe that in view 
of the fact that we have lately entered 
upon a policy of imperial expansion, 
Cuba would naturally be reluctant to 
apply for annexation, fearing that her 
fate would be that of Porto Rico and 
the Philippine Islands. I am convin- 


ed that the policy of the Republican 
jaity i» to wait until economic dis- 
ress shall drive Cuba Into application 
or annexation, and then to accept 
her simply as a military- dependency, 
nstead of as an infant State or Ter- 
tory. 
Now, whatever 
arguments 


nay be used in favor of that policy 
ow ard the Philippine Islands, certainly 
hey cannot apply to Cuba, which Is a 
natural part of the American system 
ind lies right at our doors. 


WHY CUBA HAS FEARS. 


"For the first time in our hl<rtory 


ve have claimed the right to annex 
erritory which is to be subject to the 
uiisdlction of the United States and 
not a part of it. The right is asserted 
to hold the people of such territory as 
=ubjects and not citizens. It is not to 
be expected that Cuba will be willing 
uo assume so abject a position, and it 
is perfectly natural that she should 
tear to make the first overtures toward 
annexation on the ground that she may 
be put In the Inferior position now oc- 
cupied by the Philippine Islands.

eems to me, therefore, the part of 
usdom for this government to show 
hei at this time that she has no reason 
j.01 apprehensions of this sort. 
The 


Bourse by which this may be done is 
peifectly simple. Cuba is now asking 
or commercial union.
